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14. I mentioned Chairman Rivers' call to the Director this 
morning complaining he had not been informed about the movement of 
the Pueblo from Wonsan to Najin. I asked for guidance to avoid such 
problems in the future, and it was agreed that the best insurance would 
be the careful reading of the "Daily Bulletin” regularly by OLC officers 
in order to identify items in which key figures on the Hill would be 
interested, and when in doubt clear with the DDCI or the Director which 
ones should be passed. 

15. Reporting on the status of S. 917 (Omnibus Crime Control 
Bill), I mentioned the President's letter to Mansfield suggesting that 
extraneous provisions be dropped, and also noted that our best infor- 
mation Is that the Agency would be exempted from restrictions on wire- 
tapping. 

16. Regarding S. 1035 (Ervin bill protecting privacy of Government 
employees), I mentioned information that hearings might be held near the 
end of this month, and that Staff Director Charles Johnson, quoted Chairman 
Henderson aa saying CIA, NSA and FBI would be granted complete 
exemptions. 
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
